It Very likely did in this case, and ilio 
fact thiit a party is able to cause .1 popu- 
lar ebullition to oust its opponents may bo 
safely taken as ovidonco of some latent 
ftbility in its material.

After all the earne.'it protostation.s 
of the govoruiiiinit candidates on this 
subject III their public meetings, it turns 
out, according to the Quanlian, tliat "it 
wi& mere claptrap to please the ragtag 
and bobtail" with which the government 
party seems to have been altlicled, and 
that the heathen Chinee was thrown 
under tho table to keep them quiet, while 
the respectable portion enjoyed a feast of 
reason and a How of aoul above board. 
How matters do leak out, "uiibeknow- 
ingly," as Mrs. Partington might say.

'1. The e.ttonsioii of the pieMeiu 
Schofd into a large Uoariling School, 
which may draw ita bny.s nut only from 
the l.ilaud and Mainland portions of our 
Province, but from tho tidjaceitf Ameri- 

cab .Staten. 

In ciuibideiiiig these tvvu (jue.ttioii.s the 
Council were imaninKiii.s in advising both. 
They feel that the ctaima of higher ndn- 
catiiin in a community such aa ours, are 
iiiiw advanced enough to call for fuller 
ilevelopiueiit and enhu-!,'ed opiiiirtutiitie.^. 
They are al.io of npinion ihut i!veii .m 
material gronndH, (he establisdiinont of a 
^'iiod liiiarding School for boys mu.st be 
an oliject which all would have an inter- 
est ill aiding and furthering, as being 
heueticial in many way.s to the commu- 
nity f^eiierallv. 

.\.s a lociil Day Schonl, the College 
School wuuiil, an ill ineviotia year.s, con- 
tinue to .Tiipply ail acknowledged want, 
but as a Boarding School its iutlucnco 
ami advantages, direct and indirect, 
would be felt more extensively in our 
midst. American feolmg i.-, Huflicieully 
in favor of Knglish training for iheir 
children to juatify the expoctatinu 
J that a conaiderabh: number of hoys 
j might ho drawn from the l/nited .Stat'e.t 
! to such tin Institution, and the woU- 
! known healthineaa and beautiful aur- 
I roundiiig.s of Victoria, wl'ere the Schonl 
' has been in operation for so many years, 
I Would undoubtedly attract temporary iii- 
j habitants desirous of availing,' tbeinsclvea 
I uf the educational advantages thus of- 
' fered. At the aame time it is hoped tliat 
I such a School eflioienily conducted and 
administered would enable it to retain,

Paris, August 1.— The French resi- 
dent,i of Port Said protest against tho 
withdrawal of the French squadron, and 
announce thoir intention of placing them- 
selves under the protection of other 
powers. 

— ThoTurk- 
ish fleet is not going to Egypt. 

PoKT Said, August 1. — Arabi Pasha is 
working inco.s.santly on tho fortitications 
along tho coast, .and especially at Uami- 
etta and Unsotta. 

LoNiioN, .Vugust I. — During the tiro on 
the steamship Gelcrt, cabin passengers 
remained drawn up on deck awaiting 
orders. The steerage passengers woro 
Polish Jews, who howled and .screamed 
horribly. Tlio course of tho vessel was 
changed so as to hurry her into tho moat 
frequent track of shipping. When lior 
dock was cut tho iron was found to be red 
hot. If the fire had continued a few mo- 
ments longer it must have communicated 
with the staterooms and a large quantity 
of resin, when it would havo been impos- 
sible to save her.
